This report was not taken to indi­ 
cate a great increase in the produc­ 
tion, although it was admitted that 
the county’s yield probably will ex­ 
ceed that at last 
season. 
It. was 
stated that the present picking sea­ 
son has been the most favorable in 
the memory of many now engaged 
in the marketing process. 
Pickers 
have lost only about two 
days 
of 
work since the picking began. 
Approximately 35.QOO bales of cot­ 
ton Were handled at the press here 
last season and already 
this 
year 
about 16,000 bales have been pressed. 
“If the weather continues for a 
few more weeks as it has for two 
months,” said one prominent cotton 
man today, “I believe that practical­ 
ly the entire 1924 crop will have been 
picked within the next 30 lays. 
In 
the many years in which I have been 
in touch with the loéal cottoh situa­ 
tion, I have never known the weath­ 
er to be more favorable to picking 
and I have never known picking to^ 
progress so rapidly. 
“The weather has been so favora­ 
ble and there are many new

opening.**

Land Bank Loans Make

loan law by owners of farm lands

borrowers to dig back through the 
records which, in 
many 
instances, 
show lapses which must be cleared 
up before loans are arranged.^

citizens failed to register their deeds, 
thus interrupting the chain of own­ 
ership record.

IN CONSTRUCTION IN STATE 
> 
An increase of one hundred per cent In con­ 
struction work in Alabama during September just 
past over September 1923 is announced by the F. 
W. Dodge Corporation as result of a survey made 
in this state. This is a remarkable increase and 
it shows how rapidly and how substantially Ala­ 
bama is moving forward along development lines. 
The fact that the construction figures for Sep­ 
tember in this state are 12 per cent above those 
of August is indication that the seaspnal slump 
of the late summer, scarcely noticed in this state 
no longer is in evidence. 
In dollars and cents, construction contracts in 
Alabama last month totaled $5,344,600, and of 
this sum $1,417,000 was for résidential construc­ 
tion. For public works and utilities, which us­ 
ually carry the majorportion of the construction 
totals, the amount last month fell below a million
